This is not 
true,’ for, as I have said, 6 resigned several 
weeks before the question of union came up. 
Again, you make 6 mistake when you say Dr. 
McKaig's friends in the Ninth Church inter- 
posed obstecles to the transfer of the property 
to the union church. This ie not true, and bere 
again your informant wat fault. The facts are: 
Members of Grace Church agreed that tho United 
Church should take the Ninth Church property and 
assume ‘its debts. The Trustees of the Nioth 
then said, If you mean what you promise, let six 
of your responsible men sign an agreement to 
that effect. This they declined doing. What 
was the result? You say, “in order to over- 
come this difficulty the Ninth Chureh ordered a 
sale of their property, etc.” Here again you are 
mistaken; it was not to overcome this ‘difficulty 
at all. facta ate: The Ninth Church voted 
to, 4 te rescind all resolutions previously 
passed for orming a union, and Grace Church 
has Shaheed its name to the Sixth Church, and

With this suit goes a 
MANTELETIE OF CASHMERE. 
This is a single breadth of cashmere entirely 
bordered by a ch siik kuife-plaiting. lt is 
doubled together, and caught, at the closed end, 
for three-eighths of a yard, like an old-style Arab 
mantic. When the mantle is thrown over the 
shoulders it hangs low enough to coneeal the 
basqué. The two long ends are then érossed 
over the front,—a belt holdiug them trimity 
against the figure,—and carried round to the 
back, where the two corners, nearest the back, 
are caught together by a very cunning black silk 
bow. is mantelette is one of the prettiest I 
have seen; very simpie, graceful, and easily 
constructed. It is suitable for any soft mate- 
rial; but is most charming in cashmere. In 
black it answers for amy black or gray“ suit or 
plaids shading in that way; but for brown hues 
a material of that tinge is far more effective.

or bodies, as our British sisters are prone to style 
them, give evidence of change. Round, cuirass 
basques, though still worn for traveling dresses, 
are much too simple, modest, and sensible to re- 
main the mode long. We could not stand so 
marked plainness very long; it would demoral- 
ize ns, and, before we knew it, we should be 
seeking classic forms, graceful drapery, un- 
broken lines. ' 

If the French people are the modern Atheni- 
ans, as they are so fond of claiming, the French 
costaming is as far from claseic in aspect as 
cap well be arranged. While they choose to fn- 
sist on their artistic instinct in all other respects, 
they are determined not to be artistic, in 
the ancient sense, their habiting. Per- 
haps, after all, they are wiser than we 
guess in this; for, beautiful as the 
old Greek garb was, its chief beauty was the 
enhancement it gave to the human figure, which, 
alas | is not wiiat it was in tne, days of the aris- 
tocratic Athenian democracy. When you con-

Since Judge Williams delivered his elaborate 
decision in the Storey contempt case, Tur Tur- 
unn has published at length the opinions of 
many lawyers touching the law and the equity 
thereof, Even though these opinions have varied 
widely, aa those of lawyers are apt to do, yet it 
cannot be fairly said thatthe ground has been 
covered, so far as the legal profession is con- 
cerned. Those of its members who have been 

are men who have attained what in 
this empty and transitory world is called fame, 
but who have won it by persistent devotian to 
books alone, who have fed on digests, reports, 
codes, and precedents,—whose juictest literature 
has been a treatise on navigable waters,— 
und who live, in Short, in en stmos- 
phere of pure and untroubled law, far 
removed from the pains, pleasures, and passion, 
that animate common men, always keeping their 
tempers, and invariably acoosting one another 
as my learned brother.” In order that there 
may be no one-sidedness in presenting the 
views of the jurisconsults, Tun Turo has in- 
terviewed the more numerous class of those 


who, while they may not possess national reputa- 


tions, yet retain some of the pleasant imperfec- 
tions of mankind ; who have strong feelings and 
prejudices, and do net hesitate to avow them ; 
whe have little law and much human nature; who 
understand the feelings of the masses, and reflect 
the prevailing sentiment of the circles in which 
they move. Some of those interviewed have 
themselves been tined for contempt of court, 
and their practical knowledge is worth more 
then all the fine theories of eminent legal lights. 
Generally speaking, it will be seen that “hese 
men do not affect knowledge when they have it 
not, aud are not ashamed to say they do not 
know. They do not refer you to the celebrated 
decision by Spivina, C. J., ig the case of Muggins 
vs. Jones, They talk right out in fresh, breezy 
English, and let you’ have their views about 
Storey aud Williams, and everything in partic- 
ular, with great nness. It is like breathing 
oxygen to hear Goodrich. after; emerging from 
the dreary, dusty catacombs of some other G. 
But here are the opinions: 
A. K. BANYON, °

H. Banyon, late Chief-Justice of the Police 
Court, whose opinions on knotty law points used 
te be remarkable for their perspicuity! Unfor- 
tunately, since his retirement to private life, the 
‘onorable Haugustus has given little heed to the 
important questions which have arisen, and was, 
in fact, actually compelled te admis his igno- 
rance of the law in relation to constructive gon- 
tempt, though he has often fined prisoners 
therefor.

That 
decision quoted from, and basing J Will- 
iams’ opinion be pr that, was too old to be used 
in times of modern civilization. There is no 
such thing known to our present law and pres- 
ent practice. I think if it was eontempt at all 
it was direct without any constraction piaced up- 
on it, except contempt tothe Court, and con- 
tempt to that portion of the Court which is the 
Grand Jury, aud under the direct supervision of 
the Criminal Court of this county, Cook County, 
to-wit. 

Reporter—Do you deny the right of the press 
to criticise public officials ? 

Mr. Leaty—I do not; but I deny the right of 
the press to make it a personal matter, and abuee 
their right; and I think that the Tunes usurped 
in that capacity.

Mr. Leary was talking, bere interjected: “The 
comments of the Times to my mind have. been 
villainous and personal, and it was time some 
stop should be put to them.”

An estimate of three persons to every name 
would give St. Louis $41,510 (113,820 names), 
and Chicago 455,000, or about 25 per cent 
more. We havent much confidence in the 
accuracy of directories Sor estimating popula- 
tions, and we should not be much surprised 
‘if St. Louis had nearly as many people as 
Chicago, though some allowance in the mat- 
ter of the United States Census should be 
made in favor of Chicago on account of the 
enormous infinx of people within a year after 
the fire of 1871. This difference may, per- 
haps, give Chicago a, majority of some thou- 
sands at the present time. 

Admitting the population of the two cities 
to be about the saurs,—say 425,000 to 450,000, 
—we must concede to St. Louis a decided ad- 
vantage in the mal. r of taxation. Our com- 
parison is made on the basis of the Comp- 
troller’s report recently printed in St. Louis 
and the report made by the Comptroller of 
Chicago one yoar ago. The first notable 
difference is fowad in the tax-levy, which is

Chicago therefore levies a tax of 8 mills 
more than St. Louis, on property valued at 
nearly twice as much, to defray the expenses 
of a people perhaps not any more numerous, 
and certain y not more than 10 per cent more 
numerous. If the full meaning of this con- 
trast is appreciated, we think that it will 
make some new converts in favor of the pro- 
posed reform charter; which limits the tax- 
levy to 15 milla Concerning the difference 
between the valustion of Chicago property 
and thet of St. Louis property, we will not 
say that the former is not somewhat 
more valuable than the latter; the 
larger rents, and larger business, and 
the nutnerous advantages of Chicago in loca- 
tion, navigation, railroads, etc., give the 
property of this city a greater value; but it 
cannot. be twice as much, which is the pro- 
portion of the valuation made for taxable pur- 
poses. A part of this excess must be attrib- 
wied. to the speculative practices of land-own- 
ers im Chicago, and the inflated prices inci- 
denf; thereto ; and a part must be laid at the 
doar of the enormous expenditures of our 
City Government and consequent necessity 
for a high valuation for taxable purposes. 
‘We may pursue the comparison with the 
same general result, except as to municipal 
indebtedness; St. Louis seems to owe a little 
more money than Chicago. The debts are as 
fcilows: 


The statement of Chicago’s debt is taken 
from the last annual report of the Comp- 
troller. From this statement there may be

It is also true that we are 
improving our condition more rapidly, as a 
comparison of certain public works will show. 
For instance: St. Louis has 160 miles of 
water-pipe ; Chicago has 351 miles. St. Louis 


miles. St. Louis has 220 miles of macadam- 
ized streets, which are the growth of fifty 
years, butonly 10 miles of Nicolson pavement ; 
Chicago has 102 miles of improved streets, 
about three-fourths of which are of the wood- 
en-block pavement. 

There is one discrepancy in the St. Louis 
statement which we do not understand. The 
expenditures are stated as follows:

From this it would seem that St. Louis 
must have added $1,647,319 to her perma- 
nent debt, though this does not appear in the 
abstract of the Comptroller's statement which 
we have seen. It may be that a small propor- 
tion of this difference was raised by special 
taxation ; but, if St. Louis is increasing its 
debt at the rate of $2,000,000 a year, it will 
soon be worse off than Chicago. The differ- 
ence in our public improvements, however, is 
not sufficient to account for the difference in 
our expenditures and taxes. While the latter 
are double those of St. Louis, the conclusion 
is inevitable that we have an extravagant mu- 
nicipal government, since the total expendi- 
tures in St. Louis are $1,200,000 leas than 
our tax-levy. Only a small part of the 
blame for this can be laid at the 
door of the officials themselves; a 
large share is to be traced to the 
irresponsible system we are living under, 
whereby half a dozen different cliques of 
officeholders are permitted to run up the 
expenses of each of their departments, re- 
gardiess of the requirements of the others 
and of the oppression of the tax-payers. 
Another conclusion is that we are living too 
fast. Chicago cannot levy a larger percent- 
age on twigp as large a valuation of property, 
and collect twiee as much in taxes, without 
suffering in its reputation abroad and its 
material prosperity at home. This reckless 
extravagance cannot be checked any too soon. 
The dangers increase with every year it is pfo- 
longed. Under our present charter govern- 
ment it is simply impossible to turn the tide. 
The expenses will continue to increase in- 
stead of decreasing. The independence of 
all the departments; trading and jobbery in 
the Comm on Council, made up of ward-bum- 
mers; the constrained imbecility of the ocau- 
pant of the Mayor's chair, and the degrada- 
tion of local politics,—all conspire to defeat 
the people in any effort at reduction under 
the present system. If it is retained, the 
time will soon come when the burdens of 
taxation will be greater than people will care 
to bear, and then there will be an exodus to 
other cities where the taxes are not so large 
by one-half. 


THE DEARBORN STREET EXTENSION. 

There is an apprehension gaining ground 
that the city is in danger of being muicted in 
an enormous sum,—one that will throw the 
recent condemnation damages of the Colehour 
tract into the shade. In that case it was 
Hyde. Park, Lake, and South Chicago that 
was stuck. In this it is the whole city 
which is in danger. The case is the con- 
demnation and assessment of the rear of lots 
fronting on Third and Fourth avenues, which 
are given a new front on Dearborn street 
by the extension of the latter. Dearborn 
is now open from the river to Jackson 
street; it is also open from Fourteenth 
street south. Between Jackson and Four- 
teenth there is a 12-feet alley running north 
and south on the extension of Dearborn. To 
open the street to a width of 80 feet it is 
necessary to take about 34 feet from the lots 
on each side. The owners of this property 
were almost unanimous in their expression of 
a desire that the street be opened. It was 
remarked at the time the petition was filed 
that there had been rarely, if ever, a case in 
which so large a proportion of property-hold- 
ers agreed upon a proposition which affected 
their interests one way or the other. The 
petition represented nearly every property- 
owner in the entire tract, and all believed 
that their property was to be enormously 
benefited. ‘That they were right is proved by 
the sudden and material rise in the prices of 
this property after the opening of the street 
was ordered. 

Something more than a year ago, in a con- 
demnation suit, the amount of damages to 
each lot was ascertained, and the Commis- 
sioners then proceeded to estimate and fix 
the resulting benefits to the same property. 
Some of the lots, of course, were more dam- 
aged than others, particularly the corner lots. 
A few of these fronted on the cross-streets, 
and the taking of thirty-four feet from the side 
left them an insignificant frontage. The 
purpose of the assessment was to divide the 
damages fairly, and it was supposed, as a 
matter of course: that the full amount would 
be paid in fair proportion by the property 
benefited. The total amount of damages 
footed up $1,094,211. It is now a question 
of assessing the benefits. From the proceed- 
ings thus far there is serious danger that the 
assessment of benefits will not exceed $400,000 
or $500,000. The law provides that the 
1 shall be assessed to the 
extent of.benefits upon the property espe- 
cially benefited ; the remainder is to be paid by 
the city out of general tazation. The pro- 
gramme of the property-holders is to force 
the city to pay from $500,000 to $700,000 
for their benefit. That is, the property-own- 
ers, on competing streets like Clark and 
State, must be made to pay for the opening 
of competition, and the residents of the West 
and North Divisions must contribute for the

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A RELIGIOUS ROW IN OHIO. 

The Legislature of Ohio recently passed a 
bill placing all religious denominations upon 
an equality as to the privilege of ministering 
to the wants of all prisoners detained in the 
prisons, Houses of Correction, jails, or public 
asylums; such privilege to be exercised 
under such regulations as the managers may 
prescribe, and without any cost to the State. 
It was explained that there is but one Chap- 
lain in that State appointed by law. The 
officers select such clergymen as they may 
see proper, to the exclusion, we assume, ‘of 
all others. Bnt the passage of the bill has 
served as an occasion for a grand display of 
religious zeal in Ohio, and it is claimed that 
it provides for the erection of the “‘altar and 
the confessional” of the Roman Catholic 
Church in all the institutions of the State of 
Ohio. The following is the bill itself: 


Szotron 1. Be dt enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State af Ohio, That as liberty of conscience is not 
forfeited by reason of conviction of crime, or by rea 


son of detention jn any penal, reformatory, or eleamo- 
synary institution, or any house of refuge, work- 
house, Jail. or public asylum in this State, no person 
in any such a compelled to sttend 
religious worship or of a form which is 
against the dictates of his or her conscience ; and it { 
shall be the duty of every Director, Trustee, Superin- 
tendent, or other person having in charge any such 
institution, to furnish ample and equal facilities to all 
such persons for receiving the ministrations of the au- 
thorized clergyman of their own religious Cenomina- 
tion or persuasion, under such reasonable rules and 
regulations as the Trustees, Directors, Managers, or 
Superintendents shall make; but no euch rules shail 
be #0 cunstrued as to prevent the clergyman of any 
denomination from fully administering the rites of his 
denomination to such inmates; provided such minis- 
tration emf&il no expense on the public treasury. 

The Constitution of Ohio, like that of Dli- 
noise, provides: No person shall be com- 
pelled to attend, erect, or support any place 
of worship, or maintain any form of worship, 
against his consent. No preference shall 
be given by law to any religious society.” 
The bill seems to us to be free from any objec- 
tion.on the part of any body of religious per- 
sons. It simply directs the officers of these 
institutions that they shall compel no person 
to attend religious worship against his con- 
scientious objections; and directs the officers, 
without any cost to the State, to permit all 
inmates of such institutions to have religious 
ministrations.of such character as they may 
desire. We fail to see anything in this act 
dangerous to the liberties of the American 
people. It may permit Roman Catholic pris- 
oners to have Roman Catholic worship in the 
prisons; but, as all prisoners of All other de- 
nominations have their choice also of wor- 
ship, and a no person is compelled to take 
part against his will, we do not see any dan- 
gerous innovation in the law. . 


THE SPELLING MANIA. 

Dr. Moss was about right when he said, at 
the late spelling-match between the two 
Christian Associations, that the man isn’t en- 
titled to much respect who cannot spell any 
word in the English language in more ways 
than one. There are certainly two ways in 
which every English word may be spelled,— 
one as it is pronounced, and one as it is writ- 
ten. But conventionality is a dreadful thing. 
The man who pronounces an English word as 
it is written makes himself about as ridiculous 
as the man who writes an English word 
as it is pronounced. One would think that 
so palpable a contradiction as this 
might be corrected in the interest of 
more than 100,000,000 people. The English 
language is spoken and written by more 
people than the language of any other civil- 
ized people. Let none other is so barbarous 
in its orthography and orthoepy.. The 
language is a jumble, from the complex char- 
acter of its origin. A mixture of Anglo- 
Saxon, Norman-French, and German, ac- 
quiring its Greek through the Latin, and its 
Latin through the French, it is a composite 
of richness and irregularity. We have de- 
parted from the almost universal rule of cul- 
tivated tongues. in the relations between 
spelling and pronunciation. Sanscrit, Greek, 
Latin, Italian, German, Spanish, are all 
written as they are pronounced, and pro- 
nounced as they are written. Having ac 
quired the organic sounds peculiar to the dif- 
ferent nationalities, it is an easy matter to spell 
the words correctly in any of these languages. 
Even in the French there are rules which 


reading and writing, for the accomplishment 
is the result of a retentive memory, as well as 


long application. The most serious applica- 
tion will fail without the assistance of this 
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In this single sentence not less than eleven 
words are variously pronounced, viz.: As- 


perhaps some other authorities, it would not

There is one feature about these spelling- 
matches and pronouncing-matches that ought 
not to be overlooked, They have generally 
supplanted the church-fairs, with their lot- 
teries, raffles, and other fraudulent devices 
for taking money out of the pockets of peo- 
ple who do not want to give it. [If there 
were no other interest in the new entertain- 
ments, this alone would be sufficient to jus- 
tify an encouragement of their continuation.

WHAT WE OWE TO SCIENCE. 

Readers of Buckie will remember that 
able, intolerant, and partial author's famous 
argument that, since religious truths do not 
change and intellectual ideas do, all progress 
must be due to intellectual advancement. 
Dnarrn, whose mind closely resembles 
Bucxia’s, takes very nearly the same view. 
It is not our purpose, however, to compare, 
with him, the relative inflyence of theology 
and science upon human advancement, but 
simply to show what the condition of man- 
kind would be now had not the scientific 
discoveries of the last three centuries—those 
since the Reformation—been made when the 
human intellect was unfettered after an en- 
chainment of twelve long, dark, dreary cen- 
turies. 

In the first place, then, we should have no 
blast-furnaces, rolling-mills, or steel-works, 
and no steam-engine. The one made by 


toy. Modern science rediscovered and ap- 
plied the forgotten principle. steam- 
engine does our pumping, weaving, spinning, 
drilling, mining, transportation by land and 
sea, and thousands of other useful things for 
us. That is, it has enabled us to do an in- 
calculably greater amount of all sorts of work 
with a much amaller amount of labor. With- 
out it, the comparatively small population of 
the earth would be almost wholly engaged in 
producing food. The area of settlement 
would be almost confined to sea-boards and 
the valleys of navigable waters. There is 
scarcely attonvenience of modern life which 
is not partly due to steam-power. We should 
have almost no time for mentalimprovement. 
The struggle for mere existence would absorb 
our every energy. 

Without printing, books, save the costly 
manuscripts of the medieval monks, would 
be unknown. There would be ically no 
means of reaching the intellect of the masses. 
The daily newspaper, the flower and fruit of 
modern progress, would not exist. Knowl- 
edge would creep slowly and painfully into 
being. Railroads, and telegraphs, and steam- 
boats, by annihilating distance, make great 
nations possible, but they do so ‘by carrying 
knowledge from one point to another. Were 
printing still unknown, every so-called nation 
would be a bundle of petty principalities, 
speaking different dialects and often differ- 
ent tongues, and with nothing but a vague 
sentiment of reverence for an unknown cen- 
tral power to bind them together. The frail 
bonds would often snap. 

Without science, we would have no saw- 
mill and so no wooden floors, no cheap and 
comfortable houses. Without the scientific 
improvements in the manufacture of glass, 
our dwellings would have no windows, and 
could not be lighted. Without the scientific 
invention of chimneys, the smoldering peat 
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Hero, 100 years before Christ, was a mere 
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The Legislature of Illinois may enact any 
number of general laws suitable for any 
class of cities. The law of 1872 provides for 
two classes of municipal corporations; the 
law of 1875 provides a third form of incor- 
poration ; and it is optional with the people 
of each city to adopt either of them. Until 
adopted, the law has no possible application 
anywhere; when adopted, it has no applica- 
tion beyond the city adopting it. A large 
number of small places have reorganized un- 
der the act of 1872; other places have not 
adopted it, it wes unsuitable to them. 

The law of 1872 contained no provision 
for a second Board in the Municipal Legisla- 
ture; it provided for no restriction upon sal- 
aries nor upon the rate of taxation ; these are 
contained in the general act of 1875, together 
with a variety of other provisions not contained 
in the act of 1872. The Legislature has 
provided the means by which any city can or- 
ganize under a charter wit: these provisions, 
or under a charter without them, How can 
that charter be special legislation for Chicago, 
when any and every other city in the State 
can, if they choose, organize under it? 

The Constitution reads : 

The General Assembly shall not pass local or special 
laws in any of the following enumerated cases,—that is 
to say: For 

incorporating cities, towns, or villages, or changing 
or amending the charter of any town, city, or village. 

The assumption of the Times is that every 
city in Illinois must have the same charter 
without the change of a word. The authori- 
ty of the is unrestricted in the 
form of the charters; it may prescribe as 
many forms as the necessities and peculiari- 
ties of the municipalities may require, leaving 
it optional for any city to adopt whichever 
form, of charter it may deem best suited to its 
peculiar wants. So long as any and every 
dity in Illinois may adopt the charter of 1875, 
this charter cannot be said tobe local or 
special” legislation. To say that every city 
in Dlinois must have two Boards in the Coun- 
cil, or shall never have but one; or that the 
rate of tax shall never exceed 15 mills, or may 
be unlimited; and that the Legislature can 
not leave it optional with all cities to adopt 
either form, is the sublimity of stupidity.

THE ANCESTORS OF THE F. F. V.. 
To the Editor of TR Chicago Tribune: 


CurcaGo, March 81.—Two or three recent 


books on American pedigrees suggest unpleasant 
questiéns to the old families of the Old Domin- 


ion. Theyare proudof their blood, but it ap- 


pears from these volumes that a large proportion 
of their ancestors settled in Virginia pefforce, 
on account of undue fondness for other people's 
blood in England. For a series of years the 
“Mother of Presidents” was supplied with 
mothers and fathers in the shape of criminals 
transported from Britain. Sir Josiah Child, who 
is accepted by the Saturday Review as an anthor- 
ity, wrote in 1698: Virginia and Barbadoes 
were first peopled with a sort of coarse vagrant 
people, vicious and destitute of means at home.”

Nazure was his first teacher, 
He grew up among scenes of Alpine sublimity.

Capt. Gleeson 
fired a shot at Justice Walsh, by saying that 
calling in euch men as him to collect taxes was 
the meanest and most degrading work a voung man 
could do. The rates were finally fixed as follows: 
Personal property cierks, $100 a month; copying 
clerks, $6 & day; ovl.ection clerks and one en- 
try-clerk, $100 a month There was some 
trouble in getting at the compensation 
of Mr. Thomas H. Gilassbrook, his assist- 
ant. Towa-Olerk ya wanted to give 
him $1,500 ia a itmp. Justice Austio 
moved $290 a mopth for his three months 
services, Justico Van’t Woud was willing to 
give him $250 a month. Collector O' Brieu said 
that a man in the County Olerk’s 
office got $6,000 a year for the same 
services. He said that if Mr. Glassbrook 
was not paid sufficient compensation to keep 
him in the office, he'd lock up his books and 
would not make a setilement. The compensa- 
tion was finally fixed at $250 a month, Justices 
Austin and Walsh voting against thet amount. 
The total amount voted to the Collector's force 
was about 85.200. Oo motion of Justice Aus- 
tin, the Collector's compensation was fixed at 
the rate of $1,500 per annum. Justice Scully 
stated that he did not think it a sufficient salary, 
but it was the limit of the aw. 

THE AUDITING OF MISCELLANEOUS BILLS 
was resumed. A bill of $40, from Heath & Milli- 
gan, for putting in window-glass, was objected 
to on the ground thatthe persons breaking the 
glass should pay for it.

LEW JOHXNSON’S PLANTATION MINSTRELS, 
composed entirely of negroes, have their place 
of entertainment. At No. 328 there is a salqon 
and billiard-bail, with the namg *‘ H. Smith on 
the sige. This is a great resort for colored 
bucks of sporting tastes, and is turonged night- 
ly: Above the stairway leading to the cellar be- 


neath this establishment is a transparency an- 
nouncing that the location of the famous min- 


* strels is below. 


Last Wednesday evening a reporter of TAI 
Tutnunz, chancing to pass through that local- 
ity, bethought himself of taking a close view of 
the amusements of our negro population, and 80 
made his desceat into the suvterrapean theatre 
of the Plantation Minstrela, He found himself 
in a drinking-saloon, in which half-a-dozen ne- 
groes were lounging. e room was an or- 
dinary cellar with @ boerded floor. 

THE UNSIGHTLINESS OF THE WALLS 
was relieved by huge theatrical posters pasted 
upon them. Sam Devere, a star of the variety 
stage, emiled at the spectator from his full- 
length portrait in. the character of Hans Van 
Snackleboun, aod exhibited the cavernous open- 
ing to his gigestive apparatus in avotber fuil- 
length picture of hia character of Josephus 
Orange-biossom, Trapeze-performers, ballad- 
gingers, clog-duncers, aod other iuminaries of 
the variety stage also appeared in all the pictori- 
al grace of outline, and wealth of color that one 
Kees han ging on the outer wails in going through 
the tewn. There were also some small-sized 
yellow posters stuck about, giving che roll of 
talent comprising the Plantation Miustrels, but 
inquiry for a programme of the nigut's perform- 
ance discovered the fact that the patrons of the 
Minstrels wore 80 appreciative and generous as

to Tue Trizune representative. From bis state- 
ments it appears that Lew Johnson began the 
business about the close of the War, and Ras 
been im it ever since. He made his start in 
Chicago, playing in a place on Sherman street 
between Van Buren Harrison. The present 
company was gotten together last December, 
and gave their first performance on Christmas 
night, on which occasion $442 worth of tickets 
were sold. As the whole celiar is not over 60 by 
25 feet, and the portion partitioned off fora 
saloon leaves only about 45 feet remaining for 
an auditorium, the assemblage must have been 
heaped several deep and stowed down into a 
viecid mass. The charge for admission 
ia only 15 cents to all parts of 
the house, so that even with crowded 
houses the salaries of the performers can hardly 
be on munificent scale, aithough in these par- 
ticulars the reporter’s informayt was reticent. 
He admitted, however, that a very considerable 
portion of the profits of the place was derived 
trom the sale of liquors. 

Entering the portion partitioned off for 

THE AUDITORIUM, 

the reporter found himself in a place with a 
rather damp floor, and with decorations of the 
same pictorial character as in the saloon. About 
two dozeu wooden chairs and five rows of beuches 
afforded seating capacity for about eighty per- 
sons, but not half that number were present. 
Although Wednesday evening had been an- 
no asa grand farewell performance pro- 
paratory to a provincial tour, the audience was 
much below the usual number. Some red- 
breeched negro soldiers were holding a military 
reception of some sort in the hail above, aud 
the counter attraction diminished the attendance 
on the minstrel show. The tioket agent was of 
the opinion, however, that they would drop in 
before eleben.“ 

The performance began a litffe before 9 o'clock 
with about three dozen iu the audience, ‘all ne- 
groes with the exception of one Irish youth who 
vat in amicable proximity to bis colored compan- 
ions on the front row, andthe reporter, who sat 
apart, and whose presence se to be a source 
of puzziement to the audience. 

THE STAGE 
was about 12 feet long and as — deep, with 
hardly 8 feet clear between its floor and the joists 
above. The properties were very simple in their 
character, the sides being biue- washed boards, and 
the rear a piece of canvas representing buildings 
of the eccentric architecture, characteristic of 
the average scene-paipter. The width of the 
stage was not sufficient to accommodate all the 
performers in a row, so that to the number of 
fourteen they occupied all three sides, leaving 
only a small space in front as the theatre for the 
caperings of the end men. Mr. Lew Johnson, a 
mulatto who site in the middle and who is what 
is technically styled the “interlocutor,” im- 
proves on the usual arrangement by having four 
end men, 80 to speak. Two, at one end, 
struggle with the clashing bones, while 
at the other end, about three feet distant, the 
«tambourine men carry on their frenzied panw- 
mime. One clarionet, one flute, two violins, 
and a bass viol completed the musical apparatus, 
and they were all handled with a fair amount of 
skill. The performers were in biack, the 
eud-men having on red stri shirts, with the 
enormous projecting collars which have obtained 
conventional recognition as being funny. To 
put burnt cork on a negro would seem to be 
“wasteful and ridiculous excess,” but, to the 
reporter’s surprise, the end-men were 
REGULARLY CORKED UP AND BEWIGGED 

in regular miustrel style, and their natural am- 
plitude of lip was enhanced by the use of red 
pigment, until their mouths looked like broad 
clefts in raw liver. The general effect of the 
stage was ludicrously incongruous, owing to the 
fact that the scene in the rear was out of all pro- 
portion with the small space. When Mr. Jobn- 
son leaned back he dented in a chimney, and the 
elbow of the baes-viol player every now and then 
punched in a roof. The canvas was unequally

To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: 

RickmonD Va., March 29.—Before adopting 
extreme memmres to prevent the hardy pioneers 
of the West ‘rom getting a foothold in the Black 
Hills, exact! in the same manner as every inch 
of ground of that immense territory has been re- 
covered to civilization, it would be well to look 
at the questpn in a sensible and ratiénal spirit, 
and undersand what it really implies if the 
threats of fœcible repulsion are actually carried 
out. We aretold that the Government has ceded 
this torrito to a band of Indians in such 
a manner hat it is entirely wunapproach- 


able by a band or bands of white or 
black citiz@s. Suppose some of those 
cities mos immediately interested in 


this questiog—such as Council Bluffs, Sioux 
City, Cheyeme, and others—should club togeth- 
er to test the question in the highest Court of 
this Union,—and the cost of such a step would 
bear no proportion whatever to the losses, di- 
rect and indreot, which would be caused by the 
forced returi of one single expedition; and, as 
for the Govemment, the cost would be but a 
small fraotiq of the expenditure of supporting 
oue single r@imentin those regions,—suppose 
the questiongs to the constitutionality of such 
an exdlugivedonation or taansfer of territory, 
with the confitions appertaining to the samé, 
was submittd to the proper Court! The territory 
of this Unioidoes not belong to any Govern- 
ment, any seiof officers, to be disposed of at their 
pleasure. It jelongs to the people of this Union. 
And it is aluost preposterous to imagine that 
any part or portion of the same could be ceded 
to any bodydf men in sucha way that this ter- 
ritory could become so disconnected from the 
rest as to @maim & separate, unap able 
art of the ame.

Mr. Michael Evans is out in a odrd stating that 
in the so-called political Convention of the 
People's party of April 8 his name was proposed 
as a candidate for tne office of Collector of Taxes 
for the South Town of Chicago, evidently for the 
purpose of implicating him in the Conyention : 
that he is now end has been for the past ten 
days a candidate; that his past record is a sufll- 
cient guarantee for the future; thet he bas dis- 
charged his public duties honestly and faithfully, 
and on these grounds he seeks the suffrage of 
his fellow-citizens at the coming election. 

For Assessor, the Evans candidate, it would 
now appear, will be Edward Phillips, elihouga 
this gentleman does not declare that be 
will be. Evans appears to desire him. 
Mr. Phillips does, however, declare that he was 
not a candidate before any Convention. In reply 
to interrogatories, he stated, late last evening, 
that he depends solely for an election on the will 
of the people whom he served before, call his 
ticket Independent or otherwise. Having served 
as Assessor before, be claims to ha performed 
his bounden duty to the public.

‘ LIFE INSURANCE. — 
To the Editor of The Chicace Tridune: 

Cms, April 3.—Permit me a word in de- 
tense of ghe figures I used, which are said to be 
“altogether too far from the mark.” I did not 
limit my state tto ‘first-class companies, 
by which are meant, what in life agents’ parlance 
are called easy compenies to work for;“ but I 
hadin mind one or two compauies which do pay 
50 per cent to ggents, and, if these agents are 
asked it e cOmpanics they  repre- 
sent are “first-class,” they will at once 
parade such an array of proofs 
that they are, as will appal the presumptuous in- 
quirer. But 30, 7, and 40 per cent is conceded, 
which is enough for the purpose m hand; and 
if your correspondent of yesterday is desirous 
of establishing the point which he regards 
“doubtful,” let him make the rounds of the 
general offices north of Madison, west of La- 
Salle, and he will fiad more than one, I think. 
that will offer him 50 per cent for getting them 
business. 

He has conceded the main point in- 
volved, and, not to be behind him in making 
eonceseions, I will say that life-insurance 
solicitors have done «a noble work ia 
bringing the subject before the public, aud hold- 
ing it there until, as I said in my. first commani- 
cation, the public see it. Whether they did it to 
“save the bodies of the vast army of widows and 
children of selfish ‘husbands and fathers,” or for 
their 30 or 40 per cent, truly they have their re- 
ward; and the other vast army which has arisen 
in this generation whoseignorance is not deep, 
and whose perversity is not large. 2 and 
will have by some means, life insurance without 
paying this royalty; the patent has expired, and 
the people will not reiseus it. 

As for the parallel drawn between preachers 
and life-insurance agents, in the coming good 
time, we are told, there will be no preachers, be- 
cause all men shall know the Lord. from the 
least of them uvto the greatest. A precursor ef 
that good time is at hand; the people know the 
value of life policies, and soon the voice of the 
life-insurance “lecturer” will no more be heard 
in the land. 

This state of things will not be brought about 
by the existing companies, as their interests do 
not lie that way. In the report to the Boston 
Board of Trade before referred to it was stated 
that the matter had been presented to leading 
life-insurance officials of that city; that they ad- 
miited the facts stated, but said that, owing to 
the competition between the companies to get 
business, there was no probability that they

DAKOTA SUFFERERS, 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: ’ 

Cuatcaco, April 3.--There are over 6,000 per- 
soos in Dakota Territory who have no means to 
provide for their own ‘s and are 
wholly without seed-grain or the means to pur- 
chase; and they have no credit or opportunity to 
borrow seed. We have asked modestly of pub- 
lic charity, and bave received very little. The 
total cash contributions to the Terrisorial Relief 
Committee is $1,208.90. 

During the last two weeks every plan has been 
attempted and every method tried to secure some 
help, even slight, from Chicago. I have been 
treated with great courtesy, and our unfort- 
unate and helpless sufferers have received much 
sympathy from many of the leading business 
men of this city, but I have so far been wholly 
unable to secure any practical results or the 
active co-operation of any citizen. We have 
tried to take care of our own during the winter, 
and have been unable to continue doing so. 
‘lhe Government appropriation is rendering us 
temporary help. The army oflicers have enrolled 
the needy without fear, favor, or affection,” 
and thus reduced the whole to exact knowledge. 
The precise condition is reliably known, and the 
charity will be most responsibly and safely ad- 
ministered. No appreciable fraud cam now pos- 
sibly be practiced. - 

Thése people are brave, hardy, honest pio- 
neers, generally poor to start with, but repre- 
sentiog truly our American enterprise, that as- 
sauits the obstacles of nature and conquers the 
wilderness for new States. They are not a shifi- 
less or unworthy people. Immigrapts and pio- 
neers of new lands are never drones. But there 
they are, stricken by a general calamity. Ik 
they leave their homesteads they are beggars. 
Where they are is the best place for them. But 
wherever they are, they are practically upon the 
charity of the country; aod should be 
helped by them, and not be compelled to 
drift into the corruption of the lanes and 
alleys of cities, now swollen with poverfy and 
crime. Kept where they are, a virtuons and vig- 
orous people, they will, with siight help now, 
soon show you perity and tarift. 

Wili Chicago help them? I appeal once more 
to ali for them,—io business men, to the Board 
of Trade, to religious and charitabip socictics.
